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Response to Arguments 

The amended claims still remain anticipated or obvious over Miyamoto et al as 
rejected in the final rejection mailed 8/1 1/04. 

As noted in the final rejection, Applicant's argument that the adhesive in the 
invention is not required to contact the "actual" surface of the wafer, whereas Miyamoto 
requires that the adhesive cover the entire surface area of the bumps and be in contact 
with the "actual" surface of the wafer is not found persuasive. This argument is not 
persuasive because independent claims 1, 23, 33, 45, and 51 do not exclude the 
adhesive contacting the "actual" surface of the wafer. The limitations of the claims of 
applying adhesive to a portion of the bumps or to at least a portion of the bumps do 
not exclude applying adhesive to the entire bump as in Miyamoto. The phrases "at least 
a portion" and "a portion" do not positively exclude the entire bump being covered in 
adhesive and therefore Miyamoto reads on the claims. 

In contrast, the language of allowed claim 76, which requires that the tape 
contact "about 10% to about 60% of the surface area of said bumps", does positively 
exclude the adhesive tape contacting the entire surface area of the bumps. Claim 76 
positively requires the adhesive tape to only contact between 10% and 60% of the 
surface area.
